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New York Defers Drug Control 

If one were offhand to call the Mayor of 
the City of New York a pragmatic econo- 
mist, it is probable that the 
would have to dodge whatever missile would 
serve the immediate belligerency of that 
doughty official. But, the mayor has put 
the proposed municipal plan of drug and 


designator 


cosmetic control to a pragmatic and a truly 


economic test—and found it wanting. With 
characteristic initiative he has presented in 
its stead something much better. 

Although the mayor does not agree with 
those who have presented the necessity for 
rigid control of the advertising and sale of 
drugs and cosmetics in the city, but would 
have a full measure of protection for the 
public, the criterions by which he appraised 
the proposed control plan were these: 
First, it would be unreasonably costly for 
the manufacturers affected; and, secondly, 
it would not work. The economics of the 
first criterion is plain and sound, based on 
common sense. The basis of pragmatism 
is workability. The mayor by these tests 
has proved that he is a pragmatic econo- 
mist, a good one, and the drug and cosmetic 
industries should be very much gratified 
thereat. ' 

It will be recalled that the municipal 
department of accounts hit upon the idea 
of exacting a fee for the registration of 
drugs and cosmetics prerequisite to their 
sale in the city. This was the outcome of 
a search for funds wherewith the health 
department might be enabled to make a 
better showing in the enforcement of its 
regulations of the sale of drugs and cos- 
metics. The health department, in order 
that the task of enforcement might be 
facilitated, proposed a series of rigid require- 
ments for the registration now necessary for 
the sale of packaged medicines, and sought 
to extend these requirements to cosmetics 
of various types and to introduce a large 
measure of advertising censorship. In many 
other cities the outcome of this proposal 
was awaited with great expectations of 
new regulatory functioning and additional 
revenue. 





The proposal pointed to unreasonable 
expense for manufacturers and a_ wide 
variety of largely unnecessary requirements 
for the labeling and advertising of their 
products. The plan, particularly in view of 
its evident contagiousness, presented possi- 
bilities of industrial harrassments far beyond 
all reasonable concomitants of its purpose. 
That is quite commonly the way with 
bureaucratic conceptions of regulatory pro- 
cedure. Because of lack of breadth official 
views in such matters comprise but a small 
part of the inevitable consequences. 

The Mayor of the City of New York 
looked about when he studied the plan of 
drug and cosmetic control. He did not focus 
his gaze on the immediate purpose alone. 
As a result he saw what all might easily 
see—the lack of wisdom, of logic, and of 
reasonableness in penalizing whole indus- 
tries for the faults of a few members. It 
would be well for all industry to learn a 
lesson from the mayor’s perspicacity. 

In his study of the proposed control plan 
the mayor did not lose sight of the fact that 
some measure of control is most necessary 
with respect to the advertising and sale of 
drugs and cosmetics. But, he saw, as not all 


officials similarly impressed can or will see, 
that the control could best be initiated from 





within, and best attained by means of an 


agency of broadest scope. He saw, and he 


has said, that Federal control alone would 
prove effective and that the adequacy of this 
control would depend on the extent to which 
the industries affected would co-operate in 
effectuating it. 

The Mayor of the City of New York has 
offered to drop the idea of municipal control 
of drugs and cosmetics in return for the 
assistance of manufacturers and distributors 
of these articles in getting fair, reasonable, 
effective control on a nationwide scale. The 
industries have accepted this offer. Thereby 
they have taken upon themselves a_ task 
which rightfully belongs to them and which 
they must most earnestly strive to perform. 
The industries are expected to further the 
enactment of adequate control legislation by 
Congress. They have been told that a 
reasonable degree of adequacy will be satis- 
factory, and they have been given rather 
broad hints of what will be considered 
reasonably adequate. 

It is clear in the mayor’s proposal that 
the drug and cosmetic industries are being 
put on their good behavior. This not only 
applies to the practices of the large majority 
of honest intent, but it implies disavowal of 
the practices of the intractable minority. 
The mayor clearly stated the duty of the 
industries when he declared that there is 
no excuse for defending a few to ruin an 
industry. ‘The drug and cosmetic industries 
and their advertising allies have been given 
a grand opportunity to rid themselves of a 
stigma that, although of relatively small 
area, is exceedingly dark. Although the 
task is a difficult one, there can be no honest 
question of the outcome. 


From Nature’s Chemical Plant 

The competition of science and nature 
in the supplying of materials for the use of 
mankind is now an old story. Although 
science has contributed more to human 
progress in the aggregate by its supplement- 
ing of the efforts of nature, its contribu- 
tions, starting from scratch, have been more 
revolutionary in their economic effect in re- 
cent years. Synthesis has changed many as- 
pects of the general economy, whether ex- 
hibited chemically, physiochemically, or 
physically. 

Synthesis is usually regarded in its nar- 
nowest, that is, its chemical, sense, with 
such materials as synthetic dyestuffs, syn- 
thetic solvents, and synthetic nitrogenates, 
enjoying popularity as examples. Physical 
chemistry is debatable ground, but leather 
may be classified as a physiochemical syn- 
thetic substitute for hides and skins; paper 
may be given a similar relationship to pa- 
pyrus and clay tablets; rayon is a more 
recent example of a product that is not 
wholly of chemical synthesis—although in 
the final analysis all materials are chem- 
ical, be they of natural or synthetic deriva- 
tion. Physical synthesis finds its best ex- 
amples in the machine—the universal, arti- 
ficial substitute for the natural power of 
man and beast. 

Science has been the aggressor in the 
competition with nature and in that with the 
nature-plus-science combination of the 
earlier technology. Science—physical and 
chemical—has assisted greatly in the direct 
utilization of the products of nature, and it 
has served well in certain instances in find- 
ing original uses for natural wastes—even 








to the development of chemical utilization 
of the long physically employed waters of 
the oceans. (Perhaps another generation 
will know how to use the physical power of 
the tides.) 

Nature has the greatest chemical plant 
(all materials being chemical). But its plant 
wastes, like those of man-made industry, 
await utilitarian development. Science helps 
in this, sometimes quite indirectly and un- 
expectedly. 

For years the driller for petroleum and 
natural gas bewailed his luck in terms pe- 
culiar to his calling when his arduous labors 
brought forth “dead gas”’—gas that would 
not burn; in fact, would extinguish flame. 
Applied science was making this same gas 
and finding a fairly large market for it. The 
driller did not know this; could not have 
made profitable use of the knowledge if he 
had had it. The scientist, and more so his 
industrial ally in the commercial production 
of this material, gave little, if any, thought 
to the driller’s bogey, “dead gas”—they 
called it carbon dioxide, or, more often, car- 
bonic acid gas. 

Liquefaction of carbon dioxide increased 
its utilization by facilitating its transporta- 
tion. Still later a process of transforming 
this gas to a solid was developed, and new, 
as well as broader, utilization followed. This 
has given “life” to the well-driller’s “dead 
gas,” and another product of nature’s chem- 
ical plant has found a use. Carbon dioxide 
wells have a commercial value now, and 
the United States Department of the In- 
terior has given a lease on one of these. 
Nature has not yet been put out of compe- 
tition in the chemical business by science. 


Fair Trade Needs Fair Prices 

In any endeavor to crystallize economic 
laws into statutory form it is at least as ne- 
cessary to attempt to keep competition fair 
as it is to insist that competition be free. 
While there is a great diversity of opinion 
on the proper definitions of “fair” and “free” 
in their relation to competition, it is highly 
desirable that the statutory interpretations 
of these terms be such as will provide the 
greatest possible assurance that competition 
will not be ruthlessly or predatorily destruc- 
tive. Competition is essentially destructive. 
It is the “life of trade” only to the extent 
that it creates something better, as well as 
something new, to replace that which it 
destroys. 

Practical application of this criterion is far 
from simple. The views of those who at- 
tempt or oppose such application differ as 
widely with respect to what is better among 
competitive services as do opinions on what 
is fair in competition, “better” being a dis- 
tinetly relative term. 

[It is for these reasons that success eludes 
the perennial efforts to set up by statute or 
otherwise assurances that competition in 
price will be fair. It was inability—if not 
lack of desire—to dig deep enough for the 
whole truth that was responsible for the in- 
accuracy of the definition of “unfair com- 
petition” in the so-called “antitrust” laws; 
an inaccuracy which sanctions competition 
in price that is unfair even to the buyer. 
There is hope now for the enactment of a 
Federal fair trade law which will correct 
this error. ‘The furtherance of this legisla- 
tion should enlist the support of all whd 
know the many evils of predatory price- 
cutting. 
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Candle Industry Submits 
Trade, Labor Agreements 


Practice Rules Considered by 
F.T.C.—Labor Advisers 


Criticize Rates 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6, 1935. 
The Federal Trade Commission has 
before it a proposed voluntary trade 


agreement for the candle manufactur- 
ing industry. The sections covering 
labor proyisions have been referred to 
the National Recovery Administration, 


and the commission has taken under 
consideration the trade practice pro- 
visions of the agreement. 

The proposed trade practice rules, 


forty-one in all, provide that the books 
of all members shall be open to the 
executive secretary of the industry’s 
trade association, and they outlaw such 
practices as deceptive advertising, dis- 
paragement of competitors, secret re- 
bates, selling on consignment, commer- 
cial bribery, cancellation of contracts, 
and sale of “seconds.” There is a set 
of special provisions as to terms of 
sale. 

All persons affected by or having an 
interest in the proposed trade practice 
rules are given an opportunity to pre- 
sent to the commission their views on 
the proposals, including suggestions or 
objections. For this purpose they may, 
upon application to the commission, 
obtain copies of the proposed provi- 
sions. Communication of such views 
should be made to the commission not 
later than November 20. Opportunity 
for oral hearing will be afforded at 10 
a. m., November 20, in room 2734, office 
of the Federal Trade Commission, 
Washington, to such persons as may 
desire to appear and who have made 
prior written or telegraphic request to 
be heard orally. All such communica- 


tions and briefs received concerning 
the proposed provisions will become 
part of the public record subject to 


inspection by interested parties. After 
giving due consideration to such views, 
suggestions, or objections as may be 
received concerning the rules proposed 
by the industry, the commission will 
proceed to their final consideration. 

The labor provisions, as submitted 
to the NRA, provide for a 40-hour 
week for factory employees, forty-five 
hours for engineers, firemen, electri- 
cians, chauffeurs, truckdrivers and 
their helpers, fifty-six hours for watch- 
men, and forty-eight hours for all 
other employees, with the exception of 
those receiving more than $35 a week, 
whose hours of work would be unlim- 
ited. 

The wage regulations in the proposed 
agreement stipulate earnings of 30 
cents to 40 cents an hour for factory 
employees, with a minimum wage of 
$15 a week for clerical help. Excep- 
tions provide for special rates for office 
boys and for persons whose earning 
capacity is limited because of age or 
infirmity. 

At a public hearing on the proposed 
agreement held in Washington Novem- 
ber 1, the wage and hour proposals 
were criticized by A. Howard Myers, 
of the NRA Labor Advisory Board, on 
the ground that they would not be an 
effective means of accomplishing the 
purposes of the recovery act. Mr. 
Myers said that such loosening of 
hours and wages would set an un- 
fortunate precedent. Lester B. Platt, 
secretary of the Candle Manufacturers’ 
Association, which sponsors the pro- 
posed agreement, said it was the pur- 
pose of the agreement to maintain the 
employment and wage gains made by 
the industry under the NRA. N, J. 
Baumer, of the A. Gross Candle Com- 
pany, Baltimore, stated his approval 
of the contemplated agreement. 

The agreement would be effective for 
one year after its approval and would 
thereafter be renewed from year to 
year. 


Glycerin Imports Must 
Show Country of Origin 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4, 1935. 


The requirement that imported crude 
glycerin be marked with the country 


of origin was upheld today by the 
United States Court of Customs and 
Patent Appeals. The case arose over 
an importation from Cuba by Armour 


& Co. 
The glycerin was in drums and was 
not marked with the country of origin. 


Primary duty was assessed on the 
giveerin and a _ different duty was 
assessed on the drums, as required by 


the tariff act, and in addition a penalty 
of 10 percent of the value of both 
drums and glycerin was levied for fail 


ure to mark properly. The importer 
contended that, as only the drums 
could be marked, the penalty should 
be assessed on the value of the drums 


alone, without including their contents. 
Admitting that the drums and the 
glyeccerin are separate articles from a 
customs standpoint, the court declared 
that it would be impossible to import 
glycerin in a container not capable of 
being marked, and that there is no 


reason why the drums should not dis- 
close the origin both of themselves and 
of the contents, and upheld the penalty

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A Satire on Government and Business 
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Surpluses Seldom Unnecessary 


As a inatter of fact,

benefiting humanity. If the surplus re- 
mains as cash in bank it forms the ba- 
sis of loans to other enterprises Which 
also promote activity—that is, unless 
our government makes such loans 
hazardous to the lender or unattractive 
to the borrower. If the surplus is in- 
vested in long-term securities, the re- 
sult is the same and, in the long run, 
even more beneficial. Surpluses main- 
tained in bonds or stocks are used for 
construction—the initiation of new 
projects, the expansion of old and 
working capital for both. .Temporary 
and also permanent employment is 
thereby created. Even if invested in 
commodities, such investments. aid 
their production and distribution. 
Needless to add, the mere existence of 
a surplus strengthens the corporation 
which owns it, enabling it to embrace 
new opportunities and to maintain 
operations, thus aiding employment. In 
view of the strains and shocks to 
which this administration continually 
subjects the American industrial and 
financial system, is there any Ameri- 
can corporation too strong today? Are 
there any of us who fail to recognize 
instantly the fact that we and our 
businesses and all those who depend 
upon us for employment and security 
are the better off because there are 
corporations with surpluses and still 
better off if those surpluses be large? 
In times like these no surplus can be 
too large. 

According to the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue, the aggregate corporate sur- 
plus of all manufacturing industry was 
reduced  $6,700,000,000 between 1929 
and 1932, or nearly 35 percent. No 
doubt the actual decline in surplus was 
greater than this, due to the fact that 
assets in which surpluses were in- 
vested were in many cases valued at 
prices far higher than may be recover- 
able in the next few vears. But 
need not tell you that had it not been 
for these surpluses the difficulties dur- 
ing those years would have been far 
greater than they were. Much of this 
reduction in surpluses went to the 
support of employees on the payroll, 
even though the operating results 
failed to warrant it. 

As for an “unwieldy surplus’— 
What is it? If further illustration is 
necessary for the man in the street, go 
back to him in his $50 worth of clothes, 
Let us now suppose that he has a lit- 
tle cash in his pocket—in other words, 
a surplus. Is it unwieldy or unneces- 
sary, Have we so completely lost our 
senses in this country that the mere 


fact that a man has any money is rea- 
son enough that it should be taxed 
away from him? Why should the 
government take it away from him? 
What nonsense! Who is likely to 
spend it more sensibly? He who 


earned it or some politician seeking 
votes? Let the man who earned it 
put it in the bank where it can go to 
work. Or in a bond or share where it 
will do likewise In either case, he 
may realize on it in emergency or use 
it some day in his own enterprise. 


Take the other extreme. Did Henry 
Ford find the surplus of the Ford 
Motor Company unwieldy when he 
spent $68,000,000 more than he received 
in one year? And hasn't the public 
been better off because the money was 





there to give employment? Few sur- 
pluses are so large as to be unneces- 
sary. None is undesirable. None is 
unwieldy. Don't let the politicians 
fool us by calling names while thes 
waste both private and corporate 
surpluses. That does not one any 
good. When they try to put over such 


a tax on business prudence and enter- 
prise, let us counter with “unneces- 
sary” government expenditures and 
“unwieldly” government deficits. That's 
where the real dangers lie—‘‘unneces- 
sary government expenditures” and 
“unwieldy government deficits.” 


Discriminatory Taxation 


While we are on the subject of the 
taxation of corporations and the Presi- 
dent’s recent message, may I mention 
one curious aspect of the present tax 
law Which the President passed 
through a bewildered and exhausted 
Congress? You will, of course, recall 
that the corporation income tax used 
to be 13% percent of net earnings. The 
President advocated a differential be- 
tween large and small corporations by 
increasing the corporate income tax of 
the formér to as much as 16% percent 
and by decreasing the latter to a 
minimum of 10% percent. Apparently, 
he thought that the large corporation 
is rich and the small poor. The truth 
is, of course, that it is not the size of 
a corporation’s income which deter- 
mines its wealth or poverty or even 
its ability to pay. In a general way, 
its prosperity is determined by the 
proportion of income to investment. In 
the case of small corporations that 
proportion is often more favorable than 
in large. But the fundamental fact 
in all this is that the government taxes. 
in fact. not the corporation but the 
shareholder whose dividends from or 
property in his corporation are thereby 
diminished. Under such a graduated 
tax, a rich man owning large holdings 
in a small corporation and having a 
much larger personal income would be 
taxed at a much lower rate than is 
paid, for example, by most of the in- 
dividual 675,000 stockholders of the 
American Telephone & Telegraph 
Company. In the latter company, a 
large proportion of stockholders are 
women. The individual holdings aver- 
age twenty-seven shares. The Presi- 
dent’s recommendation works hardship 
on such holders. 3ut the effect of his 
proposals are beginning to be under- 
stood and we are seeing the reaction of 
these stockholders to an administra- 
tion which perpetrates such programs. 


But the aspect to which I wished 
specially to refer is the President's 
argument that corporations carrying 
on interstate commerce enjoy a cer- 
tain freedom from regulation and tax- 
ation which enables them to make 


greater profits than corporations doing 


only intrastate business and should 
therefore, pay higher Federal taxes 
This statement is, of course, based on 


ignorance. Corporations doing business 
in two or more States are regulated 
in each State and taxed in each State 
By shipping goods from one State to 
another, they do not escape taxation. 
Your corporation, doing business in 
forty-eight States of the United States, 
has already been required to make over 
700 tax reports this year, with hun- 
dreds more due before next New Year's 
Day. 

Incidentally, not the least of the 
burdens imposed on business are these 
governmental tax returns. Moreover, 
the 700 mentioned do not include re-

Tariff Bargaining with 
Canada Appears Nearer 
New Prime sslenar Interested 


In Project—Swiss Pact 
May Cover Dyes 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7, 1935. 

Prospects for the early negotiation 
of a reciprocal trade agreement be- 
tween the United States and Canada 
were boosted this week with the visit 
to Washington of MacKenzie King, 
newly elected Prime Minister of Can- 
ada 

Preliminary discussions for an agree- 


ment reducing both Canadian and 
United States duties on _ products 
shipped between the two countries 
have been under way for’ several 
months, but very little progress has 
been made. It is understood that the 
Canadians are willing to offer their 
intermediate schedule of tariffs for 


practically all United States products 
and to adopt a system of valuation 
more satisfactory to American ship- 
pers. In return, the Canadians will 
probably seek substantial reductions in 
the duties on products of the: Domin- 
ion’s farms, forests, and fisheries, a 
proposal which will undoubtedly meet 
opposition from agricultural and other 


interests of this country. The only 
chemical product for which Canada 
may ask a lower United States duty 


is acetic acid. 

Meanwhile, negotiators of the State 
Department are putting finishing 
touches on reciprocal trade agreements 
with Switzerland, the Netherlands, and 
Spain, and substantial progress is be- 
ing made on tariff bargains with 
France and several Central American 
nations. The first three mentioned may 
be submitted to President Roosevelt 
for approval almost any day, and will 


undoubtedly deal with important in- 
dustrial products. Reductions in the 
duties on Swiss dyestuffs and other 


high-grade chemicals are expected to 
be a feature of the Swiss agreement. 


Alcohol Institute Asks 
Part in Making Rules 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7, 1935. 
A request that interested industries 
be given an opportunity to co-operate 
in framing regulations defining non- 
industrial use of alcohol was made to 
the Federal Alcohol Administration to- 
day by James P. McGovern, counsel 

for the Industrial Alcohol Institute. 
The institute last week presented to 
the FAA a resolution asking that all 
forms of industrial alcohol be exempted 
from the series of regulations on bev- 
erage alcohol now being formulated by 


that agency. Franklin C. Hoyt, the 
Administrator, has replied that the 


FAA will issue in the ery near future 
regulations relating to the nonindus- 
trial use of distilled spirits, adding 
that he believed that these will accom- 
plish substantially the same purposes 
as those suggested by the institute. 

Mr. MeGovern has now asked that 
representatives of scientific societies 
and trade organizations affected be 
given an opportunity to examine and 
comment on the tentative regulations 
before they are promulgated.

Chemical Industry Medal 
Presented to Dr. Weidlein 


The Chemical Industry Medal for 
1935 was presented November 8 to Dr 
Edward R. Weidlein, director of the 
Mellon Institute of Industrial Research, 
Pittsburgh, Pa., at a meeting of the 
American Section of the Society of 
Chemical Industry, held at the Chem- 
ists’ Club, this city. The meeting was 
held jointly with the American Chem- 
ical Society. Presentation was made 
by Dr. D. D. Jackson, of Columbia 
University. 

In accepting the Medal Dr. Weidlein 
said that Mellon Institute has shown 
about 3.600 American companies, either 
as individuals or as members of indus- 


trial associations, that scientific re- 
search, properly carried out, is profit- 
able to them. Most of the problems 
‘ecepted for study, 1911-1935, have 
heen solved satisfactorily. The Insti- 
tute is best known by the commercial 
processes that it has evolved (582 
U. S. patents) and by its additions to 
the literature of chemistry and allied 
sciences (18 books, 122 bulletins, and

Doubleday-Doran Fights 
Macy on Price-Cutting 


Doubleday, Doran & Co., 
lisher, and its retail outlet, Doubleday, 
Doran Bookshops, Ine., applied to the 
Supreme Court of White Plains, N. Y., 
November 6, for a permanent injunc- 
tion restraining R. H. Macy & Co., New 
York department store, from. selling 
certain of its books at less than the 
publisher’s contract minimum price 
and less than the minimum price con- 
tained in contracts between the pulb- 
lisher and retail book stores issued 
under the provisions of the New York 
State fair trade law. 

The publisher, represented by Morris 
lL. Ernst, stated that Macy’s sold three 
books at 20 percent less than the con- 
tract price. R. H. Macy & Co., repre- 
sented by Leon Lauterstein, admitted 
the allegations of the publisher’s com- 
plaint, stated it had refused to enter 
into a contract with the publisher, and 
contended that the fair trade law was 
unconstitutional, in that it denied the 
retailer his right to do business in his 
own way. and, further, that it tended 
to destroy. Macy's goodwill to the 
public by preventing the store from 
passing on to its customers the benefits 
of economy of operation gained through 
volume, efficiency, and a policy of sell- 
ing only for cash. Macy’s further con- 
tended that destruction of goodwill is 
a destruction of property in violation 
of the constitutional provison § that 
property may not be taken away with- 
out due process of law. 

Justice Frederick P. reserved 
decision on the application for the in- 
junction, and counsel for both the 
plaintiff and the defendant have an 
nounced their intentions to carry the 
case to the Supreme Court of the 
United States to obtain a final ruling 
on the law.

Germany’s chemical exports declined 
more than 5% percent during the first 
half of the current year, compared with 
the first six months of 1934 due almost 
entirely to smaller shipments to the 
important industrialized countries of 
Western Europe, according to informa- 
tion received by the Department of 
Commerce.

The mayor’s proposal came as a 
surprise, at least to the majority of 
those who heard it. Representatives of 
the drug, cosmetic, and advertising in- 
dustries had met earlier in the day and 
agreed upon the fundamentals of a 
proposition to be presented to the 
board of health in advance of the ad- 
journed hearing on the control plan, 
which was scheduled for December 2. 


Proper Control Necessary 


Mayor LaGuardia said that he was 
much concerned with the necessity for 
proper control of the sale and adver- 
tising of drugs and cosmetics. There 
could be no question, he said, that the 
city had adequate authority to estab- 
lish a plan of control and that the 
board of health had power to prohibit 
or regulate selling and advertising as 
the protection of the public indicated, 
The drawback, he declared, was in- 
adequate enforcement and the cost of 
improvement in this respect. He was 
frank in declaring that the proposed 
plan was based on a requirement that 
the industries affected pay the cost 
of enforcement. 

From long study of such matters, 
the mayor had reached the conclusion 
that local enforcement of control of 
drugs and cosmetics would be difficult 
and costly. He knew that the cost to 
the industries would be increased be- 
cause he had information that if New 
York city adopted the proposed plan, 
other cities were ready to do the same. 
He was influenced by this to consider 
the possibilties for fair, intelligent so- 
lution ot the problem, and he had in- 
vited the trade representatives into 
conference with a view of avoiding 
the expense of preparing for the com- 
ing hearing by the board of health. 

Declaring that adequate protection 
of the public must be, and was of 
first importance, the mayor expressed 
the firm belief that this could be ef- 
fected in a manner compatible with 
the recognized interests of manufac- 
turers, the medical profession and ad- 
vertisers. He said that, although not 
all proprietary or patent medicines are 
bad or all advertising misleading, there 
could be no excuse for defending the 
few who offend to the ruin of an in- 
dustry. Some of his medical advisers 
were extreme in their demands the 
mavor said; and so also, in his view, 
were some manufacturers. He did not 
share either set of unreasonable views,

Basic coaltar products continued in 
broad demand during the week just 
closed.

derway at the start of the current 
month, when the 1936 prices were is- 
sued. Prices for the refined material 
continued in a firm position at the 
higher levels. established. And this 
firmness in the price tone for the re- 
fined could be traced to strength noted 
in the whizzed material. Prices for 
the whizzed material were strong on 
the basis of a shortage prevailing in 
the market abroad. In fact, whizzed 
material prices were said to be strictly 
nominal. 

Toluol shipments continued in good 
volume, with spot supplies limited. 
Prices were firm. Xylol and solvent 
naphtha were in short supply. Reports 
from the automobile industry were to 
the effect that the October output 
amounted to 210,392 units, a gain over 
124 percent over October last year, and 
255 percent over September, 1935, when 
the output reached 59,329 units. The 
sharp improvement in the October 
product was said to be the result of 
the showing of 1936 models in Novem- 
ber rather than in early January. Ten 
months’ production was estimated at 
2,241,289 units, an increase of 21 per- 
cent over the same period last year. 

Benzol demand continued good dur- 
ing the week, with prices displaying a 
firm tendency. Iron Age reported steel 
operation at 52% percent of capacity, 
as compared with 53% percent in the 
preceding week. Cresylic acid noted a 
steadier tone, with shipment moving 
forward to usual consumers at a con- 
sistent pace. Creosote oil noted an ir- 
regular call, but prices were well main- 
tained. Phenol ruled firm. <A good 
buying movement was shown for the 
colors and intermediates, with the lat- 
ter products experiencing a decidedly 
firm tone as a result of the increased 
costs of certain basic products. 


Basic Products 


Benzol.—Shipments were moving for- 
ward in good volume during the week 
just closed. In fact, sellers reported 
the volume of business’ transacted 
against contracts was equivalent to 
actual production, and prices were re- 
garded as firm at the levels in force 
previously The call indicated that 
buyers were covering for immediate 
production requirements, and which 
buyers included the rubber industry as 
well as the chemical processors. Iron 
Age reported that the steel ingot out- 
put had declined from 53% percent to 
52% percent of capacity, but the re- 
cession cannot be considered signifi- 
cant in view of accumulating evidences 
of expanding demand. The same 
source further stated that aside from 
indications of expanding steel con- 
sumption by heavy industries, pros- 
pect of price increases in steel prod- 
ucts is likely to stimulate buying be- 
tween now and January 1. 

Creosote Oil.—Demand was fair for 
this period of the year, with the buying 
following an irregular course, but sell- 
ers reported quotations continued to 
display a steady to firm tone.

week, with the shipments moving to 
the synthetic resin trade and other 
routine consumers in good volume and 
prices were unchanged at the levels in 
force previously. 

Naphthalene.—Considerable interest 
was shown in the writing of. business 
on the refined product for next year, 
the schedule for which was issued No- 
vember 1, showing a sharp increase 
over the preceding year. And this in- 
crease Was based directly on the in- 
creased costs of the basic product. 
Crude naphthalene has been strong 
over recent months, and the strength 
in the whizzed material has been based 
on short supply abroad, with prices 
listed from $2.50 to $3 per 100 pounds. 

Phenol.—Synthetie resin industry, 
pharmaceutical trade and other routine 
consumers continued to order out 
against contracts in good volume dur- 
ing the week just closed. The volum- 
inous movement against contracts gave 
the market a firm tone, and prices 
ruled at the levels in force in the pre- 
ceding period. 

Solvent Naphtha.—Business  con- 
tinued at a good pace throughout the 
period under review, with the ship- 
ments about equal to the actual pro- 
duction, and prices ruled unchanged, 

Toluol.—The shortage in this mate- 
rial continued unabated during the 
week just closed, with the prices hold- 
ing firm. Definite evidence of the ef- 
fect of the motor industry’s plan for 
introducing new models in November 
Was revealed in the regular monthly 
preliminary production report issued 
by the Automobile Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, showing a 255 percent in- 
crease in output by its members for 
October over the preceding month. Oc- 
tober output was placed at 210,392 
units, a gain of 124 percent over the 
corresponding period a year ago. Ten 
months’ production for the industry 
Was estimated at 2,241,239 units, an in- 
crease of 21 percent over the same pe- 
riod a year ago. October output a 
vear ago was 94,095 units, and Sep- 
tember, 1935, output was 59,329 units. 

Xylol.—Business was good during 
the week under review, with prices 
holding unchanged, 

CHICAGO, Nov. 6.—Coaltar bases are 
maintaining their generally strong posi- 
tion. Business has been fairly active at 
these firm prices, with consuming indus- 
tries apparently keeping in close touch 
with the situation and ordering out ma- 
terial for early delivery. Benzol is active.

Anthranilic.—Shipments here con- 
tinued at a fair pace, with a firm tone 
noted in the technical material. 

Broenner’s.—This market had little 
to offer in the way of improvement 
over the preceding period, with de- 
mand dull but quotations were steady 
to firm. 

Picric.—A firm tone was a prominent 
feature in this market again last week, 
with the business holding up fairly 
well. 

Salicylic.—A good interest was noted 
in this market again list week, and 
prices ruled firm throughout the week.

666,553; tallow, 110,949,495; coconut oil,

oil, 18,993,017; sesame oil, 17,409,769; 
eastor oil, 10,345,410; peanut oil, 1,466,- 
650 pounds. 

Production of refined oil during the 
period was as_ follows:—cottonseed,

ports asked for by government bureaus 
on subjects not related to taxes, Tax 
and other reports to the Federal gov- 
ernment alone add, directly and in- 
directly, at least fifty persons and 
$100,000 a year to the payroll of your 
corporation. Many companies suffer 
proportionately even more than your 
because of the nature of their busi- 
nesses. This is another of the real and 
largely needless burdens of industry 
and handicaps to recovery. The Presi- 
dent’s idea that, in interstate com- 
merce, there is freedom from taxes 
is not correct. The truth of the mat- 
ter is that there is no freedom from 
taxes this side of Paradise. The only 
gainer in relation to tax matters, when 
a corporation goes into interstate busi- 
ness, is the government. The larger the 
business, the less it costs the govern- 
ment for each dollar of tax collected. 


Juggling Tax Burdens 


I am sorry to say that, when this ad- 
ministration undertakes to divide busi- 
ness men in their opinions so that it 
may be free to follow its own wishes, 
it shows much greater ability than 
when it deals with economic laws. In 
this tax legislation, however, it was 
not wholly successful. In an attempt 
to secure the support of the larger 
number of business men for this fea- 
ture of the tax program, the small cor- 
porations were offered reductions in 
while those for larger corpora- 
tions were increased. But almost all 
business men remembered the history 
of the personal income tax laws of this 
country. The first personal income tax 
imposed in 1913 following the consti- 
tutional amendment, started with 4 
normal tax of 1 percent in excess of a 
$3,000 exemption for a single person 
ind $4,000 for the head of a family. 
The surtax rates ranged from 1 percent 
on net income between $20,000 and 
$50,000 up to 6 percent on incomes of 
$500,000. Running true to form, 
the government from time to time in- 

rates and decreased 


creased these 

these exemptions. Many persons, mis- 
led at first by the idea that small in- 
comes were exempt and that they 
might, therefore, hope to escape at 
the expense of the wealthy, advocated 
this kind of tax. As time went on, 
many of these persons were caught— 
some by increased incomes, but more 
by lowering exemptions and increased 
rates. In the recent legislative strug- 
gle in Washington, few business men 
were fooled by the bait from the White 
House, It was pressure from the 
President through patronage and the 
$4,880,000,000 fund that finally jammed 
to passage this measure, unsound even 
in its compromise form. Besides busi- 
ness men are beginning to realize that 
the President is sometimes—shall I 
say “fickle?”’—when he makes love to 
them. In the words of Kemble’s old 
Enelish comedy, they have come to 
ask:— 

Perhaps it was right 
love: but why did you 
stairs? 

I venture to predict that small eor- 
porations will find their tax burdens 
quickly restored and increased and the 
last state of corporations, both small 
and large, will be worse than the first 
—that is, unless millions of stockhold- 
ers object, as they are now beginning 
to do. 

There are two other 
stake in these excessive tax burdens 
on corporations. The first is that of 
the employee. In order that your em- 
ployees may have a better understand- 
ing of the direct relation between them 
and your company's taxes, we have re- 
ported to them the amount of the bill 
which each of them would have to pay 
if the taxes of this corporation were 
divided equally amongst them. If this 
had been done, each individual em- 
ployee in 1934 would have paid more 
than $130 or nearly $11 each month. 
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This, of course, would have been in 
addition to his own tax bill, Directly 
and indirectly, he paid much more. J] 
am not referring now to the taxes he 
paid on his home, his gasoline, amuse- 
ments, and many other items, especi- 
ally in communities where general 
sales taxes have ben imposed. These 
he himself can estimate, I refer to his 
share of the hidden taxes forced on 
corporations and entering into the cost 
of every step of financing, production, 
transportation and _ distribution. All 
these, of course, the consumer must 
ultimately pay. 

All these taxes, directly or indirect- 
ly, burden industry and retard recov- 
ery. Let me quote four sentences from 
a well-known author on this subject, 

Taxes are paid in the sweat of every 
man who labors, because they are a bur- 
den on production and can be paid only 
by production. If excessive, they are re- 
flected in idle factories, tax-sold farms, 
and hence, in hordes of the hungry 
tramping the streets and seeking jobs in 
vain, 

Our workers may never see a tax Dill, 
but they pay in deduction from wages, in 
increased cost of what they buy, or as 
now in broad cessation of employment. 
. Our people and our business 
carry this excessive burden of taxation.— 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, October 19, 1932, 
at Pittsburgh, Pa. 


The Consumer’s Fosition 


In all this we have forgotten another 
important interest—that of the con- 
sumer. Very little has yet been heard 
from him; but the average consumer 
knows the lower prices which corpora- 
tions have brought him, the more effi- 
cient service, the greater variety ot 
goods and the vast improvement in 
quality. In fact, the corporations of this 
country, great and small, are the most 
effective agency for distributing 
wealth, the best approach toward “the 
more abuundant life” that the world 
has yet seen. 

I was reminded of this the 
day by a comment in “Truth.” Within 
the memory of almost every man in 
this room, there was a time when the 
only good automobile was of foreign 
manufacture, sold in this country at 
a price of from $5,000 to $15,000. Prob- 
ably the average was at least $8,000. 
Today, for less than $600 f.o.b. Detroit, 
you can buy a car incomparably better 
than that old car from France or Eng- 
land. There is a saving here of at least 
$7,000 a car on the 25,000,000 cars now 
owned in America. Not to mention all 
the cars that have gone before—that 
makes a total gain of not less than 
$175,000,000,000. If that is not a step 
toward the more abundant life, I do 
not know the meaning of the words. 
Nothing like this saving, this sharing 
of abundance, could possibly have been 
secured for more than 25,000,000 Amer- 
icans, if we had no corporations like 
the Ford Motor Company, General Mo- 
tors, and Chrysler—not to mention the 
others. It simply could not have been 
achieved on a small scale. If the peo- 
ple have paid Henry Ford some $12,- 
500,000,000 for cars that cost him, say, 
only $12,250,000,000 in plant, wages, 
and materials, I, for one, think he has 
earned the difference. Mr. Ford made 
possible a large part of the distribu- 
tion of the $175,000,000,000 in America 
and other billions elsewhere amongst 
you and me and all the world besides 
Incidentally, the share that he _ kept 
has, practically all of it, also gone to 
the service of humanity. 

On the question of whether the 
large corporations shall have no worse 
treatment in taxes than their smaller 
competitors, the ultimate consumer 
probably cares little. Nor need we. 
Many a small corporation of today will 
be the large corporation of tomorrow. 
Large corporations that fail in thetr 
service to the public soon grow small. 
What is important is that our govern- 
ment shall not establish a _ practice 
which will hamper and destroy the 
co-operation on however large a scale 
of men through corporations and thus 
hinder the distribution of things made 
better and cheaper. Owners, managers 
and employees of business, big and 
little, must stand together in defense 
of the American system. Once the con- 
sumer understands this system, he will 
stand with us. And his will be the 
large and final say. But he must say 
his say before it is too late. 

I have been asked to discuss one 
more matter—to tell you, directors of 
the corporation, what provision, if any, 
will be made to protect the company’s 
business against inflation. 

This is what we have done. After the 
national budget had been out of bal- 
ance for some time and showed no 
signs of regaining its equilibrium, one 
of your officers was sent abroad to 
study experiences and methods during 
inflation. We realized that no matter 
how adequate our bank balances 
seemed for the ordinary operations of 
the company, a business would soon 
come to grief if the cash were in dol- 
lars that had been rendered worthless 
by government bankruptcy and would 
no longer buy anything. It was pointed 
out to our vice-president that some 
corporations in countries where wild 
inflation had prevailed, like Germany, 
had survived and he was asked to ob- 


other 


tain this formula by which this was ac- 
complished, 

After weeks of study, particularly in 
Germany, with the aid of statisticians, 
he returned with the information that 
very few corporations in that country 
did, in fact, survive. Their destruc- 
tion was chiefly the result of lack of 
working capital, due to the drop in 
the purchasing power of their bank 
balances. You remember that, during 
inflation in Paris, Vienna and Berlin, 
you saw many shops closed with signs, 
“Shop closed on account of lack of 
stock.” This disaster overtook manu- 
facturing corporations as well. 
Tempted by what appeared to be high 
prices, they sold or contracted to sell 
what they had and were unable to re- 
place their inventories because the 
france, crown or mark had later lost 
still more of its value. For example, 
in the case of several hundred German 
corporations which had enjoyed high 
standing before inflation, the investi- 
gation showed that about three in 
each hundred had survived. The sur- 
vivors were of three types:— 

1. Corporations with large 
businesses. These collected 
in stable foreign currencies 
made up for the loss at home, 

2. Corporations which owned their 
own mines and other sources of raw 
materials. A few of these survived 
partly because they were careful not 
to oversell on long-term commitments 
and partly because their chief cash re- 
quirements were for labor whose wages 
always lag behind prices during a pe- 
riod of inflation, 

3. Corporations which 
ted by the government to 
own money. (Need I point 
that nothing in the attitude 
present administration suggests 
American corporations will be 
this privilege, should we have 
inflation! ) 


Cost Spiral of Inflation 


Of all the terrible and 
difficulties which bedevil and ruin 
business during inflation, perhaps the 
most impossible, in a manufacturing 
operation, is to name _ selling prices 
which, when the product is delivered 
and paid for, will yield a return suf- 
ficient to buy new stocks of raw ma- 
terials and continue operations. Take 
an example:—An article now in proc- 
ess costs, say, $1,000. Sixty days 
later it may be sold for $2,000. How- 
ever, when raw materials must be re- 
plenished to manufacture another one, 
if inflation has proceeded rapidly the 
$2,000 may not be one-tenth of the 
money needed for their purchase. The 
average manufacturer may say that, 
when the time comes, he will be able 
to name a price high enough. In this, 
however, he is usually defeated by the 
fact that his competitors lack that 
much foresight. Consequently, he is 
compelled either to name an inade- 
quate price or lose the business. You 
will find, if you study the subject, that 
you cannot dodge the dilemma by sim- 
ply closing down plants to avoid con- 
tracts likely to prove unprofitable be- 
cause of future inflation, Consider 
what would happen to your organiza- 
tion, your employees. Besides, very 
few of us can pay as much as standby 
charges and continue in existence, even 
for a relatively short period of runa- 
way inflation. Furthermore, consider 
your subsequent problems, if, through 
lack of foresight, your customers fail, 
the working capital of all industry is 
destroyed and your country lies pros- 
trate. Perhaps you may be one of the 
three out of the hundred that man- 
age to make the life boat. But what 
a cold desolate waste of tumultuous 
seas lies before you! 

But, to answer the question of our 
direction:—lIn addition to the regular 
budget most corporations maintain 
(the kind with which you are all fa- 
miliar), this company keeps two other 
budgets. We enjoy a substantial for- 
eign trade. One budget shows those 
obligations which, for purchases 
abroad, must be met in _ foreign 
moneys. Against*these, we have bal- 
anced those receipts from export sales 
that also are in foreign moneys. How- 
ever, because we know that this coun- 
try is continuing to spend some $3,- 
500,000 in excess of its receipts and 
because we know that no government 
can continue indefinitely to run such 
deficits and avoid inflation, we have 
prepared a third budget. In this we 
recognize that, although in the pur- 
chase of goods abroad we have con- 
tracted in many cases to pay in dol- 
lars, we will, in the event of runaway 
inflation, be forced to pay in some 
other money. Our foreign suppliers 
cannot live on worthless’ dollars! 
Sooner or later they must be paid in 
a currency that is worth something. 


With all three budgets in balance, 
we may perhaps solve some of the 
problems of inflation; but by no means 
all. For example, we have stocked and 
must continue to stock raw materials. 
However, in a corporation of such di- 
versified activities, it is impossible to 
stock all raw materials. Some of them 
will spoil. We have not attempted to 
stock these. Some are too bulky to 
be stored at reasonable cost except in 
the open air, in which case they may 
deteriorate. We limit of these. 
Others come from own mines,

The market for dyestuffs and tan-

the policy of restricting purchases to 
actual requirements. Changes included 
an advance in egg yolk and myroba- 
lans and a reduction in albumen, corn 
dextrin and corn starch.

for corn. Demand continued highly 
irregular for the various corn deriva- 
tives.

ties. In connection with egg yolk it 
Was stated that supplies were not too 
plentiful; that the prices abroad have 
pushed forward to a level more than 
offsetting the decline in the monetary 
value, while the supplies of albumen 
were more than sutlicient to take care 
of the buying, and the price was lower.

Valonia con- 
tinued strictly nominal from a_ price 
standpoint, for the lateness of the crop 
plus the report that the crop would be 
but 50 percent of normal caused sellers 
to be rather cautious in naming prices.

Egg-Yolk Duty Fixed 
By Appellate Decision 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4, 1935. 


The United States Court of Customs 
and Patent Appeals has affirmed the 
customs court in holding a shipment 
of egg-yolk imported by F. F. G. Har- 
per & Co. to be dutiable as dried egg- 
yolk, at 18 cents per pound instead of 
as egg-yolk, frozen or otherwise pre- 
pared or preserved, at 6 cents per 
pound. 

The merchandise was imported from 
China during the period when the tariff 
act of 1922 was in effect, and the col- 
lector of customs classified it as dried 
egg-yolk. The importer protested that 
it was actually preserved egg-yolk, 
pointing to the fact that it was trans- 
ported and stored at freezing tempera- 





tures. The material was in the form 
of small flakes instead of being pow- 


dered, but the lower court declared that 
the importer did not rely particularly 
upon any difference in the shape of the 
particles from ordinary dried and pow- 
dered egg-yolk. 

On appeal, the higher court 
that merely proving that the mer- 
chandise is imported and handled un- 
der refrigeration is not sufficient to 
overcome the presumption of correct- 
ness attaching to the collector's classi- 
fication.

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‘Dry Ice’ Well, First in US. 
History, Leased by Ickes 


Deposit in Utah Gives Promise 
Of Broadening Into New 


Leading Industry 


Harold L. Ickes, Secretary of the In- 
terior, has just signed the first lease 
in American history for the operation 
of a “dry ice” well. The well, produc- 
ing almost pure carbon dioxide which, 
when solidified by pressure, is com- 
mercially known as dry ice, is located 
in Carbon county, Utah. 

The commercial use of dry ice as a 
preservative for refrigeration purposes 
is by no means new, but hitherto it 
has been produced only in local plants 
artificially, 

The well was first drilled in January, 
1924, showing a gas content under ter- 
rific pressure of more than 98 percent 
pure carbon dioxide. At that time there 
was no known means of utilizing the 
gas, except locally, so that the well 
was plugged and temporarily aban- 
doned. The lessee, the Farnham Dome 
Petroleum Company, and the operating 
company, the Carbon Dioxice & Chemi- 
cal Company, believe they can work 
out a means of shipping the carbon 
dioxide without great loss, either in 
liquid or solid form. As commercially 
used, carbon dioxide has the appear- 
ance of ordinary ice, but is actually a 
solidified gas many times colder than 
true ice. It is proposed to use it ex- 
tensively in refrigerator cars in place 
of ice packed with brine. Not only 
has carbon dioxide the advantage of 
being many times colder than ice, but 
it does not melt and make a mess. It 
merely disappears, leaving no trace or 
mark, 

When the test well was first drilled, 
nearly twelve years ago, two sets of 
tools were lost at the gas sand level, 
at a depth of 3,114 feet. Engineers of 
the prospecting company are of the 
opinion thax, due to the sudden release 
of pressure, the tools were frozen solid. 

The computed open flow of the well 
is 1,600,000 cubie feet per day, but geol- 
ogists believe that only 1,000,000 cubic 
feet per day can be withdrawn, be- 
cause the release of pressure at the 
foot of the well will cause about 600,000 
cubic feet daily to be frozen up in the 
sands, 

Of the production, 5 percent on the 
primary acreage lease, 559 acres, is 
reserved by the Farnham Dome Petro- 
leum Company; the other 95 percent of 
production going to the Carbon Diox- 
ice & Chemical Company. On the sec- 
ondary acreage lease, 1,615 acres, all 
production goes to the latter company. 

Under the lease signed by Secretary 
Ickes, the primary acreage will pay a 
5 percent royalty to the Federal gov- 
ernment, and on the secondary acreage 
a sliding scale of royalty, dependent on 
production, ranging from 12% to 83% 
percent, 

Upon the successful operation of this 
lease may rest the foundation of a new 
and important American industry. En- 
gineers and geologists are watching the 
results of this experiment with the 
deepest interest.

Wholesale Drugegists Association un- 
dertook a survey of wholesale drug 
operations in the United States with 
the purpose of furnishing manufactur- 
ers of drugs and cosmetics accurate 
information on the covers of retail 
drug stores by wholesale druggists 
and the most efficient means of get- 
ting complete distribution.

Local 
quotations were firm during this wait- 
ing period, but values were sensitive 
and any material expansion in interest 


might lead to further increases in 
prices. 

Tragacanth.—The uncertainty con- 
cerning interference with shipments 


from the primary market continued to 
be the element that gave to the spot 
market an undertone of strength. 
Prices tended upward. Demand has 
not forced the issue further, but any 
increase in consuming requirements, 
coming in the form of firm orders, 
would find sellers disposed to advance 
their limits. 


Herbs and Leaves 


Aconite.—This leaf resumed its up- 
ward movement in price last week, in 


keeping with a rising market abroad 
and a not too ample spot reserve sup- 
ply. Quotations became 20c. to 24e. 


per pound, and no tendency to accept 
business at less was noted last week. 


Henna.—Though little has happened 
us yet, the article is one of those likely 
to be affected by the application of 
sanctions of a military nature against 
Italy. Economic sanctions imposed by 
the League of Nations go into effect 
November 18. The danger is that these 
may be followed by military measures, 
an event that might interrupt ship- 
ments from the primary market. 

Sage.—The article was extremely 
hard to secure on spot, and, while an 
open quotation of 7%4c. to 8c. per pound 





was noted, it was learned that some 
sellers were turning down business 
offered at 8c. The scarcity has been 
caused by rejections of arrivals. Of- 
ferings of Greek sage in place of the 
Italian article have not come on this 
market as yet. 

Thyme.—Sellers have relaxed their 


views somewhat, offering spot goods at 


the fractionally lower quotations of 
13c. to 18%c. per pound. However, 
stocks were still low, and a return to 


normal reserves was a highly uncertain 
condition because of the difficulty in 
getting goods of a quality certain to 
pass fhe Department of Agriculture. 

Uva Ursi—Prices in Spain continued 
firm, and offerings were moderate, in 
view of the not large production of the 
material this year. Spot quotations 
were all on a very firm basis and noth- 
ing was available at less than 6'%c. to 
7c. per pound.

Cantharides.—Currency developments 
in China may affect the replacement 


cost of Chinese cantharides, and hence 
that article was added to the group 
which is receiving a close watch 
against future developments. Local 
quotations were firm last week. Rus- 
sian flies were also firm. Demand fon

Colocynth Pulp.— Difficulty in getting 
a quality of goods high enough to pass 
the requirements of the Department of 

griculture has prevented the estab 
lishment of normal stock reserves on 
this material. Small stocks were cur- 
rent last week and prices were strongly 
maintained, notwithstanding the ab 
sence of more than moderate consum- 
ing request. 

Ergot.-Stocks of USP ergot were 
not very large, and sellers were dis- 
tinctly reserved in making their offer- 
ings during the past week. Quotations 
were well maintained on the spot, and 
composition, so far as Spanish ergot 


was concerned, was a negligible quan 
tity. So-called “European” ergot wa 
available at $1.75 per pound, as com 
pared with the price of $2.10 to $2,15 


per pound quoted on USP material 


Lycopodium.—The market was up to 
75e. to 80c. per pound last week. Stocks 


were all but exhausted locally, not 
withstanding the fact that during the 
previous trading period twenty cases 
were imported at this port. Difficult 


in securing further shipments was ex 
pected, Russian home _ requirements 
calling for practically everything avail- 
able in the primary market.

To 95,000,000 and Raise

A two-year adjustment program for 
corn and hog producers has been an- 
nounced following a formal proclama- 
tion of a new program by Secretary 
of Agriculture Henry A. Wallace. 

A new program was decided upon in 

iew of the facts brought out in the 
investigation which is required before 
the inauguration of a new adjustment 
program and in view of the favorable 
vote in the recent national referendum 
among all corn and hog producers, 
when approximately 950,000 producers 
voted 6.3 to 1 in favor of continuing 
corn and hog adjustment 

Though drafting of the new volun- 
tary contract will soon begin, the ex- 


tent of adjustments to be required, the 


tmount of adjustment payments, and 
other fundamentals and details of a 
new contract will not be determined 


until some time after the conference of 
farmers, State agricultural specialists 
and adjustment administration  offi- 
cials held in Washington last week. It 
hoped that administrative approval 
of a new contract may announced

The principal objective of the new 
program will be to maintain a balance

They are 
of the opinion that farmers will wel- 
come a two-year contract in order that 
they may know what adjustments will 
be required and thus plan their farm- 
ing operations over a longer period of 
time, 

The adjustment administration has 
recommended that corn production next 
year be limited to 95 million acres, or 
about 10 million acres less than would 
be likely to be harvested without ad- 
justment. This would require an ag- 
gregate adjustment of approximatley 
20 percent on the part of all contract 
signers. 

The new contract will provide for a 
decided increase in hog numbers above 
the present low level brought about by 
the drought. Proposed hog adjust- 
ments are calculated to provide for a 
30-percent increase in federally in- 
spected slaughter in 1936-37 above the 
slaughter expected in the present year, 
which began October 1, 1935. It is pro- 
posed that contract signers be permit- 
ted to produce a maximum of 100 per- 
cent of their production in the base 
years, 1932-1933. 

Maximum and minimum hog produc- 
tion requirements will be imposed un- 
der the new contract particularly to 
prevent regional dislocation in produc- 
tion next year which, officials state, 

ould be certain to develop in the ab- 
ence of a new program because of 
intladjustments in feed supplies and 
hog numbers brought about by the 1934 
drought, , 

The new corn-hog contract will re- 
yuire that an area at least equal to the 


number of acres withdrawn from pro- 
duction of corn be added to the usual 
urea of the farm devoted to soil-im- 
proving and erosion-preventing uses. 
This requirement was a part of the 
1934 corn-hog contract, but was re- 
laxed when the drought became severe.

Plate Glass Duty Raise Valid 


WASHINGTON, Novy. 4, 1935,

Gasoline continues counter to its

East Coast re- 
finery gasoline prices are being raised, 
and the retail markets in New York 
and New England were boosted last 
week. The California crude oil market 


is now stabilized at higher price levels, 
and the seasonally abnormal improve- 
ments have given rise to rumors that 
the Midcontinent crude oil prices will 
be raised soon. Leading crude buyers 
in the Midcontinent have indicated pri- 
vately that they are not disposed to 
raise prices until closer to the Spring, 
and they are evidently mindful that 
Winter and decreased motoring will 
come eventually; but other observers 
of the market think that supply and 
demand will force crude buyers to act 
earlier than they expect. Italy’s oil 
purchases are also identified with the 
market’s growing buoyancy, and it was 
reported last week that agents of 
Italian interests were in Dallas last 
week seeking connections with wells to 
supply them with 50,000,000 barrels of 
oil. 

Petroleum solvents and naphthas 
share the strengthening price situation 


in a technical way. So far none of the 
refiners has altered prices. but the 
gasoline rise in the East Coast area 


has strengthened naphtha prices there, 
albeit the refiners of naphthas were 
unprepared last week to say whether 
or not their prices will follow the gaso- 
line market upward. Lighter solvent 
fractions are not being influenced by 
surrounding conditions, and prices for 
those products hold at the levels that 
were established early in the year. 

Paraffin wax continues strong at 
higher levels than a week ago, and 
further advances are likely. One lead- 
ing refiner in the East has withdrawn 
from the market, having no wax to 
offer. 

Daily average production of crude 
oil in the United States for the week 
ended November 2 was 2.798.350 bar- 
rels, an increase of 400 barrels over 
the preceding week's average of 2.- 
797.950 barrels, according to the esti- 
mate of the American Petroleum Insti- 
tute, which omits any oil that might 
have been produced surreptitiously. 
The average for four weeks ended No- 
vember 2 was 2,790,200 barrels, and the 
average at this time a year ago was 
2.285.400 barrels. Runs of foreign and 
domestic crude oil to stills during the 
week ended November 2 averaged 2,- 
548.000 barrels for 74.8 percent of re- 
finery operation, compared with an 
average of 2,575.000 barrels for 75.6 
percent of operation during the pre- 
ceding week, according to the data 
gathered by the American Petroleum 
Institute from companies controlling 
89.5 nereent of the nation’s refinery 
capacity. 


Solvents and Diluents 


A mark-up in tankear gasoline prices 
by some of the local refiners gave the 
Eastern tankear market for petroleum 
naphthas and solvents a stronger tech- 
nical position last week, but up to the 
time of this writing none of the naph- 
tha sellers had altered prices. Up toa 
late part of the week, naphtha sellers 
were unprepared to say as to whether 
or not their prices might follow the ris- 
ing gasoline market here. The Group 3 
market was unchanged and steady with 
a continuance of divided price ideas 
among the sellers. Tankwagon prices 
for petroleum thinner at Bridgeport,

Oil Marketers Convention 
Attacks Major Companies 


CHICAGO, Nov. 4, 
The National Oil Marketers Associa- 
tion in annual convention here Octo- 
ber 29 to 31 adopted a program fea- 
tured by bitter attacks upon major oil 
companies. The recently formed or- 
vanization of petroleum jobbers, by 
resolution, demanded more aggressive 
action by the Department of Justice in 
its investigation of charges of monopoly 
against integrated oil companies. The 
association also approved plans for 
legislative action for disintegration of 
major oil companies.

It was voted to circularize the oil 
jobbing trade with questions asking for 
information of a nature which might 
be helpful to the department of justice 


in its investigation. This plan pro- 
voked considerable divergence of 
opinion, some stating jobbers were 


risking their business in furnishing in- 
formation of this character. 

The convention passed a resolution 
declaring that any code for the indus- 
try, to meet the association’s approval, 
must contain provisions for an effective 
rule against below cost selling: a rule 
requiring accounting practices which 
would make each branch of the indus- 
try “stand on its own feet,” and pro- 
visions that dealers may post any price 
they fit, but that, when posted, 
owners of the brand must prevent any 
rebating.

Petroleum Industry Trend 


Discussed by B. T. Brooks 


While there is nothing alarming in 
the prospect of an anticipated shortage 
of petroleum, it is certain that a short- 

our domestic production oft 
petroleum will prove to be a 
stimulus to further developments in 
the chemical and engineering field as 
great as that of the development ot 
the cracking process for the manufac 
ture of gasoline was in 1912 when the 
demand for motor fuel had become en- 
tirely out of proportion with § the 
amount available in crude oil. accord- 
ing to Benjamin T. Brooks, consultant 
in an informal talk at a meeting of the 
New York chapter of the American In 
stitute of Chemists at the Chemists 
Club, this citv, October 25. Much of 
Mr. Brooks’ talk on trends in the pe- 
troleum industry was given in answer 
to questions asked by approximately 
fiftv people who attended. Mr. Brooks 
helieves that the scientific preparation 
has been partly laid down and the oil 
industry is far better equipped in 
scientifically trained personnel to 
with any future chemical or engineer- 
ine changes than it was in 1912.

have continually shifted and will con- 
tinue to do so, according to Mr. 
Brooks. The trend of recent vears 
characterized by increased gasoline 
manufacture and relatively decreased 
output of fuel oil and gas oil may be 
expected to continue. Increased pe- 
troleum consumption of oil products of 
higher value, such as motor fuel or 
lubricants, or the development of a 
shortage of crude oil will tend to elim- 
inate the lower priced petroleum prod- 
ucts and Mr. Brooks pointed out that 
it is no longer necessary to produce 
residual fuel oils incidental to crack- 
ing since by hydrogenation such fuel 
oil is eliminated with greatly increased 
gasoline yields. 

Other notable trends in the petrol- 
eum industry are the increased use of 
petroleum as a raw material for such 
well-known industrial commodities as 
ethyl alcohol, acetone, butyl and amyl 
alcohols, methyl ethyl ketone, acetic 
acid, glycols used in dynamite and as 
anti-freeze for radiators.
